With thin analysis of the recent election 


Preddent Cleveland begins hi* annual 


>ge to congress. The document com- 


prises more than 30,000 words. It eon- 
tain* besides a wealth of departmental In- 
formation and statistics a succinct review 
of the Cuban revolution without commit- 
ting the United States government to an 
avowal of hostility, either against the 
•otttrelgnty of Spain, or the Cuban Insur- 
gent*. 


To tho congress of thu United States 


As representatives of the people In tho 
legislative branch of their government, 
you have assembled at a time when_tho 
strength and excellence of our free insti- 
tutions and tho fitness of our oltlens to 
enjoy popular rule, have txwn again made 
manifest 


A political contest Involving moment- 


ous consequences, fraught with feverish 
apprehension, and creating aggressiveness 
so Intonic as to approach bitterness and 
passluii, has been wagod thronebocit our 
land, and determined by tho cleerou of 
fruo and independent suffrage, without 
disturbance of our trunqiilllty or tho lunst 
sign of weakness in our national ftrtio- 
turo. 


Whon wo tinnslder those inoldentmiiid 


contomplatn tho peaceful obedience and 
manly submlsilon whlih have succeeded 
a heated daub nf political opinions, wo 
discover abundant evidence of a determ- 
ination on thu part of our countrymen to 
aMclo by every verdict of tho popular will, 
nnrt ti bo controlled at all times by an 
abiding faith In tho agencies established 
for tho dlro< tlon of tho affairs of their 
government. 


Thus nnr people exhibit a patriotic dis- 


position, which entitles them to domaiul 
uf those who undertake to make and ex- 
eouto tholr Ittws such faithful and unsel- 
fish service in their behalf an eon only be 
prompted by a Hcrloiis appreciation of the 
tinnt and confidence which tho acceptance 
of puDlIc duty Invites.

President Cleveland begins that portion

It is leportud Indeed 
on reliable authority that at the demand 
of tho cominandor-in-ohlef of the Insur- 
gent army the putative Cuban govern- 
mennt hus now given up all attempts ta 
exorcise Itg functions, leaving that gov- 
ernment confessedly tnoncratlro.but there 
Is the best reason for supposing tt al- 
ways to have been in fact a government 
merely on paper. 


FolntH ,Out IHIMrultlrs. 


President Cleveland Is disposed to ac- 


knowledge the sniwrlorlty of the Spanish 
arms and or tho Cuban tactics. He says, 
however, unless a speedy contest In tho 
open is bad the policy of the .Spanish gov- 
ernment not to Interfere with tho destruc- 
tion of property will ruin the fertility, 
productiveness and consoqnent commer- 
cial value of the island 
The meHsage 


points out the many entangling interests 
of tho United States In Cuba. Almost 
150,000,000 of American capital 19 invest- 
ed there and tho trade before the revolu- 
tion reached $10,000,000 annually. Our 
concern In Cuba Is therefore neither senti- 
mental nor wbojlly patriotic, but In many 
ways both vexntlously and to much cost 
Involved in 
the present contest. He 


points out tho difficulties which we are 
subjected to by reason of the many Cuban 
residents who iro naturall/ed Americans 
and who, whllo aiding tho Insurgents' *n- 
Hurroctlan through public meetings, the 
press, war funds and other means ro- 
qulro tho constant vigilance of the author 
itloH at Washington, besides this the 
natural tymrjathy of tho people of ibis 
country, with those who struggle for IL 
better and » freer government, combined 
with the adventurous and restless ele- 
ments la our populntlon, makes the posi- 
tion of the United States In its declared 
neutrality most difficult to maintain. 
These Inevitable entanglements and con- 
sideration of philanthropy and humanity 
in general have led to a vehement demand 
in various quarters for some aort of post 
tlve intervention on the part of the United 
States. 


The president declares against accord- 


ing belligerent rights. Does not think 
Spain desires to sell, und deprecates war 
with Hpaln as a settlement of the question 
on the ground that there '.a not sufficient 
reason for this country to violate Its uni- 
voral reputation as tho most pacific of 
powers and tho dosiru of Us people to live 
In amity with all the world. The United 
State*, ho sayw huH plenty of territory and 
ahould continue to manifest its patient 
endurance, which Is no alight testimonial 
of the regard foi Spain on the part of tho 
American people. 
Whllo remembering 


tho pare Spain has played In tho history 
of tho western bonilspherc, neither the 
people or tho ^uvernment of the United 
States have shut their eyes to tho course 
of Spain in this contest 
After summing 


up ilio complications of inteinational law 
beiirliiK on tho uiso, tho president says 
"It would seem that If Spain should offer 
to Cuba gonnlnu autonomy a meaauro of 
home lulowhloh while preserving the 


'ipain would satisfy all ra 


tlonal requirements of her Cuban subjects 
there should bo no just icason why paci- 
fication of tho island might not bo affected 
on thnt basis. It would put tho prosper- 
ity of tho island on the fortunes of Its In- 
habitants within their own control with 
out severing the na tin a] and ancient tire 
which bind them to tho mothorcountry ' 
It has been Intimated to Spain and that 
country doos^iot scorn unwilling to adopi 
tho suggOMtloc J that tho United Statoi 
act as mediator In bringing about thin re 
suit. At the same time Spain ^otnaiidi 
that the insurgents lay down their arnn 
bofoie n compromise will to considered 
and the Cubans insist upon something 
more definite than a promise of autonomy 
Iwfore they will consent to do so. In nnj 
event the president says the United Statoi 
should make no attempt to coerce thi 
Island and should prevent any other pow 
er from acquiring It.

The bridges had been Inspected by Ira O. 
Baker, member of tbe society of civil en 
glnoors, and professor of civil engineer- 
Ing, University of Illinois at Champaign. 
Hl» report to the commissioners was as 
follows:

Highway Commissioners, Decatur town- 


ship, Muoon county, Gentlemen: I have 
this day Inspected the three duplicate f>0x 
14 foot highway bridges, recently erected 
in this and adjoining 
township 
by 


the Jollet Bridge company, and !»« to re- 
port as follows: 


1. According to tho blue print accom- 


panying the contract for the bridges tho 
floor beam should bo riveted to tbe verti- 
cal post, whereas It Is suspended. The 
riveted beam Is considerably better since 
tlio truss Is thereby bold moro rigidly In 
u vertical position. 


2. Tho cross section of the end post 


and top chord, according to tbo unit-load 
usually specified for class A bridges, Is 
capable of carrying only H« pounds per 
square font of floor area. The contract 
calls for a capacity of 114 pounds per 
square foot of lloor nreu. 


8. The pin and rivet area at the foot of 


the end post Is capable of transmitting 
only 51) iicr cent of tbo streps duo to 100 
pounds per square foot of floor area. Tho 
top of tbejond post and tbe end of the top 
chord, are deficient In » similar way, but 
of a less degree. 


t. Good workmanship requires that 


fillers or separators should be placed upon 
most, if not all, of the pins to keep tho 
tension members 
In place. Otherwise 


when several light loads go over tbe 
hrldgo u tension member may jar to one 
Blda, nml then when a heavy load conies 
upon tho bridge the displaced n ember 
will be compelled to carry all or nearly 
all of the Kind Instead of only half as it is 
Intended to do. 


5. Tho lateral rods (the diagonal rods 


under tho floor) shouUl bo tightened as 
tight as possible with 'i 24-Inch wrench. 


Tho following items are much less im- 


portant than tho above, and possibly aro 
not required by Sho contract, but yot are 
worthy of mention: 


(S. Tho bridge would bo greatly im- 


jiroved if n board were set vertically at 
each lornor of tbo bridge so ns to keep the 
wind Irom collecting on and around tho 
shoe. 


7. It in desirable to round otT the cor- 


ners of the hand rail tn prevent children 
or stock from being sragged by tho sharp 
corner. 


8. The metal in tho vortical postH is 


only thrcM'-Hlxteonths of an Inch, which 
although strniif? em nph to curry the load 
now. Is lliihlo to bo seriously weakened 
dy rust. Tho contract does not specify tho 
thickness of tho metal, but many times 
one-fourth Inch Is specified us tho mini 
mum thicknosh. 


Kxcopt as above tho bridge is capable of 


carrying n load of 100 pounds per squire 
foot of floor area at thejjstrcsi per square 
Inch usually specified for a class A bridge. 
Kxcept us above and tbo floor beams, the 
bridge; Is capable of carrying 114 pounds 
per sqwiro foot of floor area at the struts 
usually specified for a clans A bridge.
